lt is significant that Sir Patrick Hastings, the Attornay Genornal, 
who is not a,inomber of the Cabinet, attended a meoting of tho 
Cabinot this afternoon which considored the Covernmont’s -courso 
in tho vital dobute on Wednesday .on tho withdrawal of tho Workers 
Weekly prosecution.

Mr. Ramtay MuoDonald, interviowod by Mr. Wickham Stoed 
of the Reviciv of Reviews, and referring to the Liberal amoudment, 
dwelt on the unfairnoss of asking the Governniont to submit its chee 
in advance to a Seloct Committea on which its political opponents 
would hold a majority. "Tho responsibility for complicating or 
proventing the. work wo aro trying to do in the nutional interest 
should be fairly and publicly assossed in the House of Commons 
iteolf, Though tho Gtovornamont has no majority in the Lobby, it is 
entitled to demand fairplay.
